We have the honour to present our Forty-Second Annual Report 
on the Convict and Local Prisons, the Place of Preventive Detention 
at Maryborough, the Borstal Institution at Clonmel, and the State 
Inebriate Reformatory at Cork, and with respect to the Registration 
of Criminals.

Institution or Inebriate Reformatory. 

Thirtv-one youths between 16 and 21 years of age were received 
into the^ Borstal Institution at Clonmel, and two w'omen into the 
State Inebriate Reformatory at Cork. No convicts w^re transferred 
during the year from the Convict to the Preventive Detention por- 
tion of Maryborough Prison. J 

The foregoing Table includes 68 prisoners on remand committed 
to the five Bridewells. 

D.O.R.A. Prisoners — Classifleation and Treatment. 

Prisoners coming under this category have been classified for 
Prison treatment by Government according to the principles set 
out in our last report. The classification has been made with the 
least delay circumstances would admit of . The bringing of P^soners 
charged with Offences to trial has been likewise expedited although 
in several cases trials have had to be postponed owing to the prisoners 
awaiting trial having gone on Hunger Strike. In pursuance of the 
provisions of the Restoration of Order in Ireland Act, 1920 , a number 
of prisoners have been conveyed to England to undergo sentences of 
imprisonment passed in Ireland. 

Health and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The health of the prisoners during the year has on the whole 
been good. Except influenza there was practically no mfectious 
disease. There were 4 deaths of local prisoners during ^e yeai-. 
Three of these were the result of heart failure, and in the fourth 
case a prisoner died from the effects of bullet wounds received 
while being rescued from custody by an armed body of men. 1 he e 
were no deaths in convict prisons.

Seventy-one prisoners were released from local prisons during 
the year, before the expiration of their sentences, on grounds of 
ill-health, and 8 women were released as being near their confinement. 
The number of convicts released on medical grounds was four. 

Insane Prisoners, 

Thirty-five prisoners were transferred from local prisons to lunatic 
asylums during the year, being an increase of 6 on the number 
traiisferred last year. Twenty-eight of these are reported as 
having been insane on reception into prison and 5 as probably 
insane.^ In only two cases was the mental condition normal on 
admission to prison. During the year one convict was transferred 
to the Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum 

Conduct of Prisoners. 

The conduct of prisoners undergoing Penal Servitude and 
prisoners undergoing sentences of imprisonment has been good. 

Prison Industries. 

The number of ordinary prisoners being very low and a consider- 
able proportion of the D.O.R.A. prisoners refusing to work, the 
industries of the prisons were much curtailed. Mail bag making, 
woodcutting, matmaking, shoemaking, tailoring, and the cultivation 
of land were the principal employment of the male prisoners, and 
sewing, knitting, and laundry work those of the female prisoners, 
in addition to the ordinary cleaning and services of the prisons. 

Prison Buildings. 

Expenditure under this head has been mainly confined to the 
maintenance and upkeep of prison buildings. Work of reconstruc- 
tion, consequent on the wrecking of portion of Belfast Prison, 
referred to in our former reports, has been taken in hand and is in 
progress. 


Visiting Committees. 

The Visiting Committees of Local Prisons and the Visitors 
appointed by Your Excellency to visit Convict Prisons have carefully 
discharged their duties. To assist them a paid Clerk has now been 
assigned to each committee, with the approval of Your Excellency, 
and the Treasury. ’ 


Registration of Criminals. 

During the year 47 names of prisoners were added to the“ Register 
of Convicts and Habitual Criminals ” and 436 names were added to 
the Supplemental Register.

The Board have, as usual, supplied to the Police the information 
at their disposal for verification of the previous convictions of 
persons charged with offences 

Borstal Institution. 

The number of juvenile adults committed to the Borstal Institu- 
tion during the year 1919 was 31 as compared with 36 m the prevmus 
vear Thirty-seven inmates were released. Of these J we e 
released on licence. 23 unconditionally on special grounds, and 6 
on expiration of sentence. 

The excellent work of the Clonmel Borstal Institution is stjU ham- 
pered by the limited facilities which the old prison of Clonmel aftords 
Ld the absence of land attached to the Institution. We are aware 
however that Your Excellency has certain proposals under considers 
tion which will remove these defects. 

State Inebriate Reformatory. 

As stated in our last report committals under the inebriate Act 
are being treated in separate sections of the Male and Fema e 
Prisons, Cork ; the State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis having 
been taken over by the Military Authorities. 

During the year two female inmates were committed to the 
Reformatory. 

Five women were discharged during the year on expiration of 
sentence, two women were released on licence, and one man on 
commutation of sentence; 

The daily average number in custody in 1919 was 8 as compared 
with 13 in 1918. 

The number discharged up to 31st December, 1919 « 

eoing a course of treatment in the Reformatory was. 110 men and 17b 
LmL— 299 in all. As the Inebriates Act in its relation to Ireland 
TeTther Lt requLd or not to any extent availed of it is a matter 
for kur Excellency’s consideration, whether any further proceedings 
under the Act should be instituted, in view of the expense involved 
and the very small volume of good achieved. 

Staff. 

The conduct and efficiency of the Prison Staff have been very 
good. 

The strain on the Prison Staff continues to be very great owing 
to the abnormal conditions prevailing. 

The subordinate Irish Prison Officers were regraded with revised 
and improved pay from 1st April, 1919, and a further regrading 
and improvemLt of their remuneration has been authorised from 
1st March, i920 
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VII. 


Headquarters Staff. 

During the year under review the Secretary to the Department, 
Mr. S. H. Douglas, I.S.O., O.B.E., was permitted at his own 
request to retire on Superannuation. The Board regret the loss 
of this valuable Official whose experience of Prison Administration 
derived from a service of over 40 years, and zeal and energy in the 
discharge of his duties, were at all times of great service to the 
Board.
